SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Puritan International 35 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Puritan International 35 presents Thai and Filipino women as inherently inferior. The 
magazine also presents degrading and dehumanising conduct of male participants 
ejaculating on to the faces of female participants. This magazine also significantly 
degrades and dehumanises the female participants, as well as women in general. 
Puritan International 35 is a magazine comprised of 96 pages. The magazine is 
composed of approximately 80% colour photographs and approximately 20% text. The 
colour photographs are presented as photographic features that consist of explicit 
depictions of sexual activity between male and female participants. The magazine 
presents degrading and dehumanising depictions of a female with a dildo inserted in 
both her anus and vagina, and with ejaculate smeared over her lower torso. Depictions 
of this nature are so extensive throughout the magazine that the magazine is 
considered to degrade and dehumanise the female participants depicted as well as 
degrading and dehumanising women in general. The magazine also includes an article 
that represents Thai and Filipino women as inherently inferior in that they are 
presented solely as sex workers able to be bought and sold. The Classification Office 
considers that restricting the availability of this magazine is a reasonable and justified 
limit on the rights contained in si 4 of the NZBR Act 1990. 
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
